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NTRODUCTION 


Communicablediseasemorbidity  statistics  for  North  Carolina,  1964,  are  herein 
presented  as  Part  I  of  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Section. 
Part  II  of  the  annual  report  which  includes  data  on  population,  births,  deaths, 
marriages  and  divorces  will  be  published  later  in  the  year. 

A  discussion  summary  appears  on  this  and  the  following  page.  Population  data 
and  general  summary  tables  showing  the  reported  incidence  of  reportable  communicable 
diseases  in  1964  by  county,  age,  month  of  onset,  sex,  and  color  comprise  the  body 
of  this  report.   More  detailed  summaries  are  given  for  certain  selected  diseases. 


SOURCE  OF  DATA 

These  da ta  we  re  de r i ved  from  report  cards  received  from  military  bases,  local 
physicians,  health  departments,  and  hospitals  in  North  Carolina,  and  through 
interstate  reciprocal  notification  of  disease.  All  death  certificates  which  list 
a  reportable  communicable  disease  as  acause  of  death  are  checked  against  the  case 
report  files.  Case  reports  are  then  obtained  for  all  previously  unreported  cases. 
Certain  more  detailed  information  than  that  published  in  this  report  is  available 
upon  request. 


REPORT  PERIOD 

Cases  of  amebiasis,  leprosy,  tuberculosis,  and  venereal  disease  are  tabulated 
according  to  date  received  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

All  other  cases  of  communicable  diseases  are  tabulated  by  date  of  onset. 
Cases  reported  as  having  onset  in  1964  and  received  January  I,  1964  through 
January  31,  1965,  and  those  received  in  1964  with  date  of  onset  unknown,  are 
reflected  as  1964  events.  Prior  to  1948.  reported  cases  of  these  diseases  were 
compiled  according  to  date  of  report. 


The  cases  included  in  this  report  are  for  residents  of  North  Carolina  and  are 
ocated  to  county  of  residence  of  the  patient. 


RATES 

All  rates  shown  are  per  100,000  population.  Morbidity  rates  for  the  past  16 
years  for  selected  reportable  communicable  diseases  are  presented  in  table  4  to 
show     trends. 


POPULATION 


North     Carolina    population     by    county    and    color,      1964    and     by    color    and     sex, 
936-1964    are    given     in    tables     I     and    2    respectively. 


Population  data  used  in  this  report  for  I936-I96^,  other  than  the  three 
census  years  (1940,1950,1960)  were  e s t i m a  ted  by  t he  U.  S.  Census  Bureau  1936-1949, 
and  by  the  Public  Health  Statistics  Section  1951-1964.  The  arithmetic  method, 
which  assumes  the  same  average  annual  numerical  increase  or  decrease  for  the 
succeeding  decade  as  occurred  between  two  known  census  years,  was  used  in  esti- 
mating the  total  population  since  1950. 


Dl SCUSS ION 

No  significant  change  in  the  incidence  of  those  diseases  for  which  effective 
immunizing  agents  are  available  was  noted  during  the  year  1964.  Although  the 
actual  numbers  of  cases  of  these  diseases  (diphtheria,  poliomyelitis,  pertussis 
and  tetanus)  remain  low,  we  would  like  to  feel  that  we  will  be  able  to  talk  in 
terms  of erad i cat i on  of  these  diseases  from  our  communities  in  the  n o t- too- d i s t an t 
future.  To  make  this  a  reality,  even  greater  stress  on  early  immunization  and 
maintenance  of  booster  immunity  must  be  applied  in  the  years  to  come. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  hepatitis  continues  to  fall  from  our  most  recent 
peak  level,  that  of  1961  (2,187  cases).  Only  505  cases  were  reported  during  1964. 
No  outbreaks  of  hepatitis  were  reported  in  North  Carolina  during  the  past  year. 

Although  a  number  of  outbreaks  of  a r t h r o pod  -  bo rn e  encephalitis  were  reported 
in  various  areas  of  the  country,  no  such  accumulation  of  cases  occurred  during 
1964  in  North  Carolina.  Other  vector- borne  diseases,  suchastularemia  and  spotted 
fever,  were  reported  with  some  frequency. 

Although  the  number  of  cases  of  bacillary  dysentery  increased  considerably 
during  1964,  no  concomitant  increase  in  the  number  of  Salmonella  infections  were 
observed.  Both  of  these  diseases,  as  well  as  typhoid  fever,  will,  of  course, 
persist  in  North  Carolina  as  long  as  sub-standard  conditions  of  sanitation  exist 
in  some  areas  of  the  State. 

There  was  a  total  of  1,345  cases  of  tuberculosis  reported  for  1964  Of  these 
1,282  were  active  (all  forms)  as  compared  to  1,386  for  the  previous  year. 

There  were  12,435  cases  of  venereal  disease  reported  in  North  Carolina  in 
1964.  A  total  of  1,208  cases  of  primary  and  secondary  syphilis  was  reported, 
representing  a  24.7  per  cent  increase  over  1963.  All  other  stages  of  syphilis 
and  the  other  venereal  diseases,  with  the  exception  of  gonorrhea,  continued  to 
decrease.
